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But when he remembred that he 
took our'Nature to ſuffer in it, to be 
a Sacrifice to Divine Juſtice whoſe 
Sword was drawn againſt naked Sin- 
ners, and that otherwiſe the World 
could not be freed from miſery ; then 
he laid down his Neck upon the Block, 
and contentedly ſuffered the Croſs: 
Now his Will as Man ſtoops to 
the pleaſures of the Deity, and 1s 
not only quiet in the Decrees of Hea- 
ven, but particularly prayed that the 
Will of his Father might be perform- 
ed; Nevertheleſs not my Will bat thine 
be done: Nay he diſclaims his Will as 
Man, to obey the pleaſure of his Fa- 
ther; Father elorifie thy ſelf, for this 
cauſe came Ito this hour. 

3. On the Fathers Propoſal, he rea- 
dily offered up himſelf, when we were 
liable to Deſtruction, and the blow 
was unavoidable, Chriſt ſtept in and 
took the ſtroke upon himſelf, declar- 
ing he would ſuffer what we had de- 
ſerved, that we might eſcape Divine 
Vengeance ; the Father propounded 
it, and the Son conſented:

Yea farther, In the volumn of the Book 
it is written of me, In the very beginning 
the Bible mas a prophecy and a promiſe 
of me as a Saviour; I early after the 
fall appeared to Adam, revealing my ſelf 
as the Seed of the Woman, whoſe Heel 
ſhould be bruiſed to cruſh the Serpents 
Head, Thus when a Counſel of Peace 
was agreed upon betwixt the Father 
and Son, before the Foundation of the 
World was laid ; then Jeſus Chriſt re-

Earth, and his delights were with the 
Sons of Men: 8 Prov. 31. before the 
creating of the World he conſented 


to ſacrifice himſelf for the illuſtrating 


of Divine Grace. ſeſus Chriſt did not 
take ſuch pleaſure in the firſt Creati- 
on, for he very well knew that it would 
ſuddenly be defiled by Sin; but he 
rejoyced in the deſigned reſtoration of

4. The Juſtice of God thus demand- 
ed. Satisfaction for Sin, could only be 
by Dying, Man on his revolt from 
God, was by an immutable Law bound 
over to Death ; he could not appeaſe 
Heaven without dying , and hence 
would have eternally lain in the Priſon 
of Hell ; unleſs one obnox1ous to his pe-

4. God expreſſed his being well 


| pleaſed with Jeſus Chriſt at his Bap- 


tiſm, when he entered upon his Me- 
diatory Office, 3 Matt.

not only in his eternal Sonſhip, but 
in the work which he then began to 
be employed in; as a preparation to 
his being a Sacrifice; in which Chriſt 
ſhould glorifie his heavenly Father. 
Of old, God took pleaſure in Sacri- 
tices preſented agreeably to his Will, 
1 Mal. $. Thus the whole work of 
our Redemption was the «/uiz, or 
the good pleaſure of God: 1 Epb. 5. 


When Chriſt was Baptized, the bleſ- 


ſed God declared by his own Tefti-

this Sacrifice would anſwer his ends, 
that he teſtifyed his ſatisfaction in this 
glorious undertaker before he had fi- 
niſhed his Work.

4. Chriſts ſatisfaction ariſes from 
the worthineſs of his Perſon, which 
was not only moſt pure but truly Di- 
vine, in which the fulneſs of the God- 
head dwelt: 1 Col. 29. a fulneſs of 
Divinity, Office, Merit, and Grace, 
hence his ſatisfaction was of an infi- 
nite value or price; though the hu- 
mane Nature were finite, yet with 
relation ro his Perſon or to the Perfor- 
mer, it is infinite, Turret.

Indeed nothing below infinite, 


could be a Reſt and ſatisfaction to 


the great God ; the goodneſs or ho- 
lineſs of the whole Creation, could 
not be a Sacrifice deſerving Gods ac-( 
ceptance. The purity of a Creature 
could not anſwer for the malignity of 
Sin, nor have ſupported him under 
the ſtrokes of Divine Juſtice. The 
very Heavens are not clean in God's 
ſight, and the Angels were naturally 
mutable till eftabliſhed by Grace : 
Much leſs is Man then clean, who 
drinks iniquity like Water; but Jeſus 
Chriſt had no Crime of his own for

Pardon is an Act of Grace in God, 
diſcharging the believer throughChriſt: 
God provided a propitiation for us, a 
Surety able to pay our whole Debt; 
there was much grace in this : Chriſts 
ſatisfaction is the procurer of our re- 
miſſion, thus is the Lord gracious and

5. Juſtice and Mercy here met, and 
embraced each other. Nothing but 
the Blood of Chriſt -is the price of 
forgiveneſs, it was prepared for this 
purpoſe ; 10 Hebr. 5. and actually 
ſhed to expiate guilt, and obtain our 
diſcharge : the ſevere impartial Ju-

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Satisfaction and forgiveneſs do not at 
all claſh with one another, the Scrip- 
ture abundantly acquaints us that we 
are juſtified freely, and Sins are re- 
mitted to us, but it is by Chriſts giv- 
ing himſelf a Ranſome for us: we 
are ſaved by Bowels of Mercy, and 
by Gods meer good Will or rich 
Grace; yet Chriſt was delivered up 
for our offences, and did bear the 
Chaſtiſement of our Peace: theſe are 


{o well conſiſtent, that the one ne- 


ceſſarily ſuppoſes the other; 4 Lev. 
31. Expiabit ſacerdos, et remittitur ei: 
Paul interceeded for Oneſſimus, yet pro- 
miſed to pay the Sum: Ep. Phile. v. 
18. thus Jeſus Chriſt preſented him- 
ſelf a Surety that we might be par- 
doned. Indeed, where the Debtor 
himſelf makes the ſatisfaction, there 
is no proper remiſſion ; but where 
there is ſatisfaction vicaria, there the 
principal Debtor is forgiven : we did 
not pay down the av7p3y the redempti- 
on price to Divine Juſtice, but Chriſt 


laid it down for us: the Grace of 


God herein is marvelous, in provid- 
ing a Saviour giving Chriſt for us; 
who ſtood in our ſtead, and made 

| the 
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the atonement for us; and in impu- 
ting Chriſts compleat obedience to us, 
by which we are forgiven without 
any prejudice to Gods Juſtice; thus 
Juſtice and Mercy kill each other, 
Juſtice 1s executed on Sin, Mercy is 
illuſtrated to Sinners; the ſatisfaction 
is made to God, the pardon granted 
to us : who will not acknowledge 
and glorifie Gods mercy, in that when 
the Angels involved in like guilt and 
miſery with us, were excluded from 
all hopes of favour ; God of his own 
accord appointed for us a Surety, and 
did not ſpare his own beloved Son : 
what ſingular good will was this, that 
when we deſerved to be dragged to 
puniſhment, yet he allowed of ano- - 
ther as a ſubſtitute Undertaker andSure- 


ty; yea he delivered up not a meer 


Man, nor an Angel, but his only be- 
gotten Son; in ſponſorem & ex promiſſo- 
rem noſtro loco luiturum, to ſmart and 
ſuffer as engaged in our ſtead: who 
having aſſumed our Nature was a fit 
Perſon to redeem them that were g1- 
ven him by the Father :. and not con- 
tent here with God vouchſafed to rec- 
kon or impute to us Chriſts ſatisfacti- 

on, 


on, that by his Obedience made over 
to us we might be gloriouſly crown- 
ed; as by our guilt charged on him, 
he was tremendouſly puniſhed : he 
is blind and dreadfully hardned, who 
who doth not behold and reverence 
the riches of Mercy herein. Turret. de 
ch p. 44. 48. And here remem- 
er. 

1. There is a double payment. 
The one actually frees the guilty or 
debtor, when that very thing is paid 
down to which there was an Obliga- 
tion; whither by the Debtor or by 
another in his name : the other when 
an equivalent 1s only given, which 
tho? 1t do not deſtroy the firſt Con- 
tract, yet being admitted when it 
might be refuſed, it is accounted a 
ſatisfaction: this is evident in a pe- 
cuniary and penal Debt, when a Sum 
of Money is owed, the paying of it 
down diſcharges the Debtor, by whom- 
ſoever it is done; becauſe it is not then 
regarded who pays it, bat what is paid? 
hence the Creditor when he has re- 
ceived the whole, exerciſes no indul- 
gence or forgiveneſs; but in a penal 
Debt the obligation is both as to the

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thing and Perſon, the' puniſhment 
muſt be born by the Offender : for as 
the Law demands Perſonal obedience, 
ſo it exacts a like puniſhment ; be- 
fore then a guilty Perſon can be diſ- 
charged, by his own or anothers ſa- 
tisfaction, the act of the Sovereign or 
judge interpoſes; which with regard 
to the Law is called a relaxation to 
the Debtor, and remiſſion to the guil- 
ty, Now in the preſent Caſe, Sin is 
both a Debt and a Crime, hence there 
cannot be a fatisfaction without the 
inter poſing Judicis ecris ix lc Clemency 
of the Judge, and a forgiveneſs; be- 
cauſe that is not paid which the Law 
required I Jaxt 4 dxptBodinauoy , in the 
ſtrictneſs or rigour of it: hence a ſa- 
tisfaction and a remiſhon do happily 
agree, for in that puniſhment which 
Chriſt endured was the fatisfaCtion, 
and by allowing a Subſtitute we re- 
ceive a pardon ; God inflicted on his 
Son that puniſhment which was due 
to us, not the ſame for number but 
tor kind ; and hereupon believers are 
acquitted.

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Noxa ſequiter caput, the obligation 
of the Law ſubjected the Delinquent 
to puniſhment ; but in criminal caſey 
where the Judge is abſolute, if he 
will exact the penalty from the Sure. 
ty to ſatisfie Juſtice, the Debt then 
is exacted, yet the Debtor is ſpared, 
when another is kindly ſubrogated 
into his place: where indeed the Debt 
was transferred on all accounts, as it 
did oblige the Debtor, there he is not 
properly to be puniſhed ; but tho? the 
Lord laid on Jeſus Chriſt the iniqui- 

ties of us all, yet not in rhe. ſame 
manner; for a Perſonal {ſuffering 
Was due to us, hence there is room 
for remiſſion ; for God freely pardons 
us, having exacted an Atonement 
from Jeſus Chriſt.

No length of time can 
wear out the efficacy of this eternal 
Gacrifice, it is as freſh, vigorous and 
potent, as at the hour of his Cruci- 

fxion; and tho? he actually dies no 
more, yet he virtually continues it by 
his interceſſion for ever in Heaven, as 
an High- Prieſt: Hence about 60 Years 
after his Aſcenſion, he appeared to 
John in his Prieſtly Robe, as Aaron 
and his Succeſſors were arrayed with 
the Ephod, and the curious Girdle. 
The virtue of this Blood is a propiti- 
ation for all Sins, theſe are purged 
and expiated by it; which no other 
Oblation could do: The Moſaical Sa- 
crifices were remembrances of Sins ra- 
ther than expiations of it ; and all their 
vertue conſiſted in a Typical relation 
to this Sacrifice, ſeparate from which 
they were inſignificant and unprofita- 
ble: 7 Hebr.

3. The Ancient Ceremonial Sacri- 
fices, or the Blood of Bulls and 
Goats, was not ſufficient to take away 
Sin. 

1. Their Repetition ſhewed their 
weakneſs, 10 Heby., 1. 2, 3, 4. the 
Offerer was not {o advantaged by them 
but that he {till needed new ones to 
maintain his Peace with Heaven, after 
freſhSins it was in vain toalledge a paſt 
Sacrifice, becauſe the efficacy of the 
Blood ceaſed when it was ſhed and 
ſprinkled ; thouſands of Rams and 
Bullocks did not conſtitute an inex- 
hauſted Treaſury, of reconciliation or 
merit. Thofe many Oblations, like 
a variety of Medicines, declared their 
own inſufficiency, and taught the 
Jews, to ſeek for an efficacious Atone- 
ment el{ewhere. 

2. God never deſign'd that theſe 
ſhould expiate Sin by their own worth, 
they did not purge away the Sin of 
the Soul, but were inſtituted to re- 
move a Ceremonial Uncleanneſs in the 
Fleſh: 9 Hebr. 13. 14. whereas Chriſts 
Sacrifice purged the Conſcience. It 
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„ 
a Man were defiled by touching a 


Dead Carcaſs or Leprous Body, guilt 
was hereby contracted; not by the 


Law of Nature, but by the poſitive 
Law of God or his Arbitrary Conſti- 


tution ; which puniſhed it not with 


Death, but with a ſuſpenſion from the 
Jewiſh Communion, till a Sacrifice had 
made an Atonement: where was no 
moral Guilt, God might ſettle what 
compenſation he pleaſed ; bur as for 
Crimes againſt the Moral Law, theſe 
Offerings were an acknowledgment 
of Sin, rather than a propitiation 
tor it. : 

2, Theſe were Shadows of a more 
noble Sacrifice, the meanneſs of the 
Beaſt ſain, ſuggeſted that its Blood 
had not vertue enough to take away 
guilt, the wrath of God or eternal 
Funiſhmeat : theſe Oblations therefore 
repreſented a crucified dying ſeſus: 
their vertue was not 1n themſelves, 
bur as Figures of the atoneing Death 

of the Son of Gel, 10 Hebr. 1. they 


ſignified the paſſion of our Redeemer, 


by whoſe Blood Sins that were paſt 
are remitted and expiated ; as the 
Textacquaints us.

ſteps in to vindicate and maintain Di- 
vine Honour.

2. Jeſus Chriſt was fitteſt for ſo 


great an undertaking, and only ca pa- 
ble of it. We wrong the Nature, the 
Wiſdom and the Juſtice of God, by 


dreaming that any propitiation will 


do which is below the knowledge of 
Mans Offence ; that only can be an 
Atonement which 1s agreeable to the 


Divine Majeſty, and equivalent to 


Mans Tranſgrefſion : to repair the 
glory of God defaced by the Fall, 
tomething muſt he preſented which 


is equal with God ; only a Divine 


Peron could offer an Atonement ſui- 
table to Gods Honour, that there 
might be as deep humiliation in the 
expiation, as there was preſumption 


in the trangreſſion. It God would 


have accepted a ſatisfaction which was 
not infinite, he might as well have 
pardoned 
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pardoned Sin without any propitiation 
at all; but Jeſus Chriſt was qualified 
for ſuch a work as this, being more 
excellent than all the Creatures, or 
then Mankind or Angels ; none but he 
whoſe Dignity and Merit could com- 
penſate for the blackneſs of the Of- 
fence. Neither would God have ex- 
poſed his well-beloved Son to ſo cru- 
el a Death, were it not neceſſary or 
molt convenient for his own Honour ; 
neither would Jeſus Chriſt have en- 
dured ſuch a load upon his Shoulders 
to redeem Sinners, by perfectly an- 


{wering the demands of Gods Jultice, 


None but the ſecond Perſon in the 
glorious Trinity could oiler to God the 
Father, a Price worthy for him to ac- 
cept, His Perſon was infinite, and 
hence could recompence tor an infinite 
indignity ; he was the firſt-born of e- 
very Creature, 1 Col. 1 5. the principal 
Aale in the World; the foundation 
of the Creation. He was ſpotlels, or 


free from any thing that might cauſe 
a diſtaſt of his Sacrifice; he was like 
to us in every thing but Sin, hence 
he had what was neceilary for a pro- 
piiiarion, We needed ſuch a Surety

hupal 
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as was innocent, and unchangeably 
holy; who could never be tainted, ſpot- 
ted with Sin: 7 Hebr. 26, Had he not 
been immutably pure, the Election 
of God had not been firm; for ſeeing 
the Lord choſe ſome in Chriſt to bring 
them ſafe to glory, this had been a 
tottering reſolve; had the finiſhing 
our Redemption leaned on the tranſ- 
actions of one that could not eternally 
ſecure himſelf from offending, were 
it poſſible for our Redeemer to Sin, 
the Decree of God might have been 
in vain : but he had ſtrength enough 
tor his Work, His own Arm brought 
Salvation, 63 J. 5. He paid down 
that Obedience as Man, which was 
not due from him as God ; he was 
made tubject to the Law by his In- 
carnation, tho? he was obliged thereto 
by his Nature, 4 Gal. 4. 2 
Chriſt was the fitteſt for this great 
work.

1. From the ſingular benefits which 
God beſtows on us, as he is reconciled 
by this propitiation; in expiation, re- 
miſſion and glorificatioͤn. 

1. Expiation. The Scripture often 
takes notice, that Jeſus Chriſt has ful. 
ly purged away our Sins, 1 Her. 
This che Apoſtle John unexceptionably 
declared, 1 John 1.7. from Original 
and actual Sin, from evils committed 
before and after we were baptiz'd; 
not removing only the fault, but clean 
ſing from the ſtain and ſpot. It is in

There is no Condemnation to them 
that are in Chriſt Jeſus; 8 Rom. 1.

that nothing remains in believers de-

There is indeed a double con- 
ſderation of Jeſus Chriſt, either pri- 
mary and natural as the Son of God; 
ſecundary or forenſic, as a Mediator 
Ind Surety engaging for us: On the 
firſt account he was always the Fa- 
tiers delight, in whom he was well 
pleaſed ; in the fecond reſpect he was 
numbred with the tranſgreſſors, an 
ſuſtained the Perſon of guilty, accurts 
ed Wretches; thus he reconciled the 
Father to us, and delivered us from 
wrath by transferring it on himſelf ;

he was made Sin, but undergoing its 
deſerved wrath; he was ſlain and cut 
off, not for himſelf, but for us; not 
meerly to be an Example to us, but 
he died to be a ſatisfaction for us. 
4. The End here aſſigned confirms 
the whole, that we might be juſtified 
before God, acquitted at the Barr of 
Heaven ; not by a righteouſneſs inhe- 
rent in us, but in Chriſt, though im- 
puted to us by Faith. I= him, is not 
raſhly added, but plainly to teſtifie 
that we are juſtified by a borrowed 
imputed righteouſneſs ; we are pro- 
nounced,declared righteous, tor Chriſts 
fulfilling all righteouſneſs laid hold on 
by Faith, and gracioully reckoned to 
us by God ; as he was made Sin for 
us by charging our guilt upon him ;

Aug. By an amazing 
change he took on himſelf our evils, 
to beſtow on us his bleſſings ; he felt 
miſery to communicate mercy, he dis 
ed to beſtow life, he received fin to 
impart righteouſneſs : In this exchange 
was noerror in Judgment, but Death 
invaded Chriſt for our Crimes, as if 
he had offended ; and Lite or an Inhe- 
ritance 15 conferred on us for his ſpot- 
leſs infinitely valuable Obedience as if 
we were innocent, or had perſonally 
fultilled the Law of God. Our Sins 
indeed could not have been charged 
on Chriit, but by his partaking of 
Fleſh and Blood with us, and by his 
voluntary engagement for us; nor could 
his righteouſneſs be made over to any 
of us, unleſs we are united with him 
in one Myſtical Body: yet this impu- 
tation to Chriſt was by an Act of Ju- 
ſtice, but to us by rich grace Sin was

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transferred to him, to be aboliſhed 
by him; righteouſneſs to us is to be 
preſerved in us; he ſwallowed up the 
Curſe, we receive a continued blefling ; 
our filth was laid on him to be caſt 
into the Depths, he cloaths us with 
the Robes of the Firſt- born: we may 
be hence called the Sons of God, or 
righteous Perſons ; but he could not 
be called a Sinner, or a Child of 
Wrath, becauſe the Anger of God paſ- 
ing over him, did not abide upon him. 
3. Chriſt's ſatisfaction is a Part of 
his Prieſthood. Therefore was he 
ſubject to the Penalties of the Law, to 
be a faithful and merciful High-Prieft ; 
2 Heb, 17. 18. faithful to God for the 
expiation of Sin, and merciful to Men 
25 ſuccouring them in miſery ; faith- 
ful to the truſt committed to him by 
the Father, to make a propitiation ; 
that the wrath of Heaven might be 
turned away, and the offender reſtor- 
ed to divine favour; hence he was 
made like to them in the Curſe, tho? 
not in Sin; to qualifie him by being a 
compaſſionate High-Prielt, by his own 
experimental knowledge or feeling of 
the miſeries which we had Ps | 
ed. 
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ed. None is ſo affected by beholding 
a Picture of a Storm or Shipwrack, ay 
by obſerving a Veſlel to daſh againſt 
the Rocks, or as by hearing the bitter 
cries, or by ſeeing the Paſſengers tg 
ſtruggle for Life; neither is any ſo 
intimately concerned by viewing thoſe 
dangers, as by feeling them in his own 
Perſon ; that melcs the Soul, warm 
the Heart, much better than a Narra- 
tive from others that had been in ſuch 
_ a ſtate: 

Non ignara mais miſeris ſuccurrer, 
diſco. Had not Jeſus Chriſt run thro? 
the ſorrows of this preſent Life with 
the puniſhment of Death, he had not 
had that pity - Experience, which 
was neceſſary for his Prieitly Office: 
It became God as a juſt righteous 80- 
vereign, to bring many to glory by 
making the Captain of their Salvat:- 
on perfect through ſufferings: 2 Hel. 
10. It was fit that Divine Juſtice 
ſhould be vindicated, and the glory of 
Gods Attributes exalted : Had not 
Chriſt ſuffered, he had not been a 
complete Saviour, neither faithful to 
God nor teader to Men ; being with- 


out Blood, Juſtice had not been ſatio- 
fied, 
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fed, and Sin the grand hindrance of 
calvation had not been atoned for : 
If he were a Prieſt he muſt have a Sa- 
crifice, theſe two are Relatives; being 
conſtitured or ſettled a perpetual Prieſt, 
he muſt have a perpetual Sacrifice; 
wherefore he offered up himſelf as 
worthy of Divine Regard, nothing 
elſe could be everlaſting in its value 
and efficacy: 1 Hebr. 9. as a Prieſt he 
purged our Sins by himſelf, as an A- 
tonement. He might not enter into 
Heaven to officiate above as a Prieſt 
without Blood, and no Blood was 
proper to have been brought in there 
but his own ; there muſt be ſome A- 
nalogy betwixt him and the Prieſts 
under the Law, who went into the 
moſt holy place with Blood and ne- 
ver without it, 9 Hebr. 12. by his 
own Blood as an Offering, he entred 
into the holieſt as a Prieſt: neither 
had he been an interceſſor unleſs he 
were a Sacrifice, his propitiation being 
the ground of his pleading ; his advo- 
cacy is not a bare {upplication, but 
with powerful Arguments preſenting 
his atoneing Blood which he carried 
with him into the moſt holy place,

ſchius, the tormentors tired, lying 
down panting and breathing, and o- 
thers not leſs fierce ſucceeding a freſh 
in that cruel ſervice; but I never be- 
held the Martyrs weary, or deſiring 
2 truce, far leſs deliverance : when 
the Judges were ſoftened by their 
Blood, or compelled by Nature to 
be compaſſionate, ſo as to offer them 


Ja releaſe, if they would but pre- 


tend to deny Jeſus Chriſt ; they 
were full of indignation, accounting 
it the worſt injury that their Perſecu- 
tors expected a ſhadow of Infidelity 
to their dear Redeemer : they were 
ambitious of the longeſt and moſt 
direful tortures for his fake, they ſang 
his Praiſes in the Flames with har- 
monious Tongues and Affections, they 
preached him from the Croſs ; the 
rejoyced in him as their only Wear 
though in view of devouring Bealts : 
N Bar- 
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Barbarous Enemies could pullout their 
Bowels, but could not tear Chriſt 
from their Hearts; to whom they 
were united by a Love ſtronger than 
Death.

Meer grief will not ap- 
eaſe a Prince for an injury offered 
to him, how then ſhould it pacifie 
God for a vile affront. Adam had a 
lively ſenſe of the bleſſed ſtate he 
loft, and the miſery he contracted by 
ating of the forbidden fruit ; yet was 
far more for excuſes than relentings, 
how then ſhould any of his Poſterity 
repent of themſelves?

A. Tho' a faultleſs Perſon cannot 
ſuffer as ſuch; without injuſtice ; yet 
by his voluntary contract he may be 
expoſed to troubles : The Nations 
ſeruple not to puniſh Hoſtages for their 
principals, where conſent was yield- 
ed; in the Eye of the Court, a Sin- 
ner and the Surety are one, In cri- 
minal cauſes the Offender ought to 
luffer in Perſon, and the innocent may 
hot ordinarily be allowed to ſuffer for 
the guilty ; ſeeing no Man has an

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abſolute power over his Life, and 
the State would be prejudiced by lo- 
ſing a loyal Subject: uon auditur pe- 08 
rire volens. But Jeſus Chriſt had a tie 
right to diſpoſe ot his Life, 10 Joh, 
18. it depended on his pleaſure to 
' Preſerve it or part with it; he could 
not be utterly loſt, 2 Act. 24. other- 
wiſe it had been better ten thou- . 
ſand Worlds had been undone, than 
that the holy one of God ſhould pe- 
riſh : infinite benefits redound to us 
by his Paſſion, Sinners are exempted 
from Death. and the ſparing of Sin- 
ners is an honour to Gods Govern- 
ment; ſuch as were ranſomed by his 
Plood, are renewed by his Spirit ; he | 
covers their Sins to cure their Souls ; 
he is both righteouſnes and ſandti- 
fication ; a ſerious remembrance that 
the Lord Jeſus has reſcued us from 
Hell, inflames with a ſuperlative Love 
and with an ingenious fear leſt we 
ſhould offend him; and with an am- 
bit ion to pleaſe him: ſo that herein I,

in delivering up our Redeemer for 
us, doch not diveſt him of the Office, 
of a judge, nor prejudice his examin- 
ing the cauſe according to his ſove- 
reign juriſdiction; nor hinder his re- 
ceiving a ranſome to preſerve the 
rights of his juſtice inviolable. An 
eminent inſtance hereof was hinted 

5 before 
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before, Zylenchas the Prince of the 
Locrians had paſt a Law, that Adul- 
terers ſhould loſe both their Eyes; 
his Son being convicted of that Crime, 
the People in pity to his excellent 
Father's vertues interceded for the 
Criminal; but Zaleauchus feeling in 
his Breaſt a conflict betwixt zeal for 
juſtice and tender affection to his 


Child; took one Eye from the Offen- 


der, and parted with one of his 
own, to ſatisfie the Law ; thus he 
paid the puniſhment as a Father, and 
received it as the upholder of pub- 
lick Juſtice. When guilty Mankind 
was too poor to pay the forfeiture 
to the Law, God the Father of Mer- 
cies gave it from the treaſures of his 
own Love, in the Blood of his only 
well beloved Son poured out as a Ran- 
ſome ; and he received this from the 
hand of Chriſt bleeding and yielding 
up the Ghoſt on the Croſs, as the 
{upreme Judge ; declaring it to be 
fully valuable, and that the rights of 
Divine Juſtice were maintained 
hereby.

2. Nor is it contrary to reaſon, 
that the Son of God cloathed in our 


Nature, ſhould by ying make an 


atonement to the Leity, and hereby 
fatisfie himſelf: In the accoid of two 
parties, a Perſon belonging to one of 
them may interpoſe for reconciliati- 
on, provided he diveſts his own in- 
tereſt and leaves it with the Party 
for whom he appears: when the Se- 
nate of Rome and the People were 
at variance, Menenius Agrippa a Se- 


nator, entruſted his, own. Affair With 


the Couaſel, and interpoſed as a Me- 
diator, between the diſſenting Par- 
ties to appeaſe them. In like man- 
ner if a Father and Son collegues 
in the Empire, were both offended 
by Rebellious Subjects; it might be

Father: hereby he allo reconciles 
them to himſelfſ, and procures the 
pardon of chat offence Which had 
offended his own imperial Majeſty; 
thus acting as a Mediator, not as a

: demption, 
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demption, for all the Perſons in the 
bleſſed Trinity were equally affront. 
ed by the Fall, and to obtain our 
forgiveneſs Jeſus the Son of God 


with his Fathers conſent depoſits his 


intereſt, and intervenes as 'a Recon- 
ciler betwixt us and him ;«4Wwho- in 
this tranſaction was the depolitory of 
the rights of Heaven, and having 
performed what Juſtice required, he. 
reconciled the World to God the Fa- 
ther, to himſelf,” and to the Holy 
Spirit.

Chriſt dying for us was the effect of 
this love, 3 Joh. 16. not its impulſive 
cauſe. Neither 15 Grace oppoled to 
Chriſts merits, but ours; had we of- 
fered a propitiation, Juſtice had ac- 
quitted us; the Law had two parts, 
a command of duty or ſanction of 
puniſhment ; hence we muſt do or 
ſuger, but not both, or had we pro- 
vided an unexceptionable Surety, we 
had been vaſtly obliged to our under- 
taker, but not to the Judges favour:

Nor is 
the riches of grace leſſened by the 
Redeemers atonement, for by the 
Death of Chriſt the clemency of God 
to guilty rebels is commenſurate to the 
ſeverity of Juſtice to his well beloved 
Son ; be pardons us without a drop 
of our Blood, though the Soul of Chriſt 
was poured out as an Offering for Sin. 
8. Chriſts exaltation is an undeni- 
able proof of the fulneſs of his ſatis- 
faction. His aſcent to Heaven, and 
interceding for us above, witneſſes 
the all-ſufficiency of his Sacrifice ; 
had he been excluded from rhe Di- 
vine preſence, there were juſt cauſe 
to ſuſpect that God was ſtill angry; 
but Chriſts admiſſion into Heaven; 
is an infallible evidence that God is 
reconciled : by this argument the 
Spirit of God overcomes the guilty 
fears in the hearts of Men; 16 Joh. 
10. Jeſus in his ſufferings was num- 
bred among tranſgreſſors, he died as 
a gullty Perſon, underwent the calum- 
nies of Men, the Curſe of the Law, 
and the wrath of God appeared inex- 
orable againſt Sin; but Raving con- 
quered Death, broke through the

weight of the Law, and retired. to 
his Father, he demonſtrated the in- 
nocency of his Perſon; and a com- 
pleat righteouſneſs is wrought out by 
his ſufferings, ſufficient to juſtifie the 
accepters of it. Now he ſollicites for 
the ſaving of true believers, not as 
a favour to him, but as the price of 
Blood, as due to his infinite Merit; 
and he trees from the greateſt evils, 
or obtains the greateſt good tor us in 
quality of a Mediator: 1 Joh.
